Rousing return 

Rev. Michael Pfleger calls reinstatement ‘the greatest gift of air

For the Rev Michael Pfleger, returning to the pulpit of 
St. Sabina Catholic Church to celebrate Mass on Sun- 
day, his 62nd birthday, was a holy blessing. 

“God gave me the greatest gift of all,” Pfleger said 
to a standing ovation of more than 1,000 parishioners. 
“To be able to be back here this morning with you.” 

Sunday marked the return of the fiery priest to St. 
Sabina after he had been suspended by Cardinal Fran- 
cis George for making statements that were perceived 
as threats. 

And it was as if Pfleger had never left. When he took 
to the pulpit, Pfleger sang along with the choir and 
the parishioners as they all reached their hands to the 
heavens. At one point, Pfleger sat at the keyboard dur- 
ing the service and played “Holy Holy Holy” his head 
moving to the music. 

And his words roared out of him, sweat dripping 
down his face as he hinted in his homily at the turmoil 
of the past three weeks. 

“Life will bring you drama. But if you’re in {God’s} 
presence, you will be able to deal with all the drama 


that wants to occupy your heart,” he said. 

George reinstated Pfleger as St. Sabina’s pastor Fri- 
day after suspending him April 27, citing Pfleger’s state- 
ment that he would look to work outside the Catholic 
Church if he were transferred. Pfleger on Sunday apol- 
ogized to his congregation for the drama. 

“I am sorry to have put you through this,” he said. 

Pfleger also expressed his gratitude to George and 
encouraged parishioners to do the same. 

For those in the pews, Pfleger’s return was a joyous 
occasion, especially because it was his birthday 

“There couldn’t have been a better gift for him or 
myself,” said Tina Wallace, 33, of Auburn Gresham. 

And most parishioners said they didn’t have any hard 
feelings toward George. 

“I’m glad he and Father Pfleger were able to recon- 
cile their differences and move forward,” said Mack 
Julion Jr., 23, the director of the church’s young adult 
ministry 

As for Pfleger, he said the turmoil of the past several 
weeks hasn’t changed his mission. 

“I’m back,” he said.

Officials: 
Clean up 
city's river

The weather was nice for a boat ride Sun- 
day on the Chicago River, but the wafting 
stench of sewage provided an appropriate 
backdrop for the message of the politi- 
cians on board. 

U.S. Sens. Dick Durbin (D-Ill.) and 
Mark Kirk (R-Ill.) announced their bi- 
partisan support for the federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency’s demand for 
improved water-quality standards for the 
river, beginning with disinfecting waste- 
water that is regularly released into the 
waterway 

“Chicago is the last city in America that 
has not tackled this situation,” Durbin said 
at a news conference at the North Branch 
Pumping Station on the Northwest Side, 
following the boat ride. “Come on, we can 
do better.” 

He cited state estimates that more than 
70 percent of the water in the Chicago 
River is partially treated sewage. 

No one argued with that figure. Sup- 
porters in attendance included Illinois 
Attorney General Lisa Madigan; Susan 
Hedman, the federal EPA’s regional ad- 
ministrator; U.S. Rep. Michael Quigley; 
and two members of the Metropolitan 
Water Reclamation District of Greater 
Chicago’s elected board, Debra Shore and 
Michael Alvarez. 

The river “is a great treasure,” Quigley 
said. “We shouldn’t use it as a toilet. Safe 
water and clean air have to be at the top of 
our priorities.” 

Officials addressed confusion over cost 
estimates of a cleanup, which have varied 
widely depending on the source. The EPA 
has estimated it would cost up to $72 mil- 
lion to disinfect wastewater discharged 
into the waterways from the Calumet and 
North Side treatment plants. The water 
district has predicted it would cost at least 
$1 billion, a number federal officials say is 
inflated. 

Kirk cited an earlier EPA estimate of 
$242 million, based on an agency-funded 
study that calculated the cost to clean up 
three treatment plants, not two. 

Spending money to clean up the river, 
Kirk said, would spur economic benefits 
through increased tourism and added pub- 
lic safety 

“I would like to see the federal govern- 
ment help,” he said. “I am in favor of set- 
ting this as a goal.”

A tornado smashed buildings, snapped trees 
and tossed tractor-trailers like toys as it touched 
down in Joplin, Mo., just before 6 p.m. Sunday caus- 
ing an unknown number of deaths and injuries. 

“I would say 75 percent of the town is virtu- 
ally gone,” said Kathy Dennis of the American Red 
Cross. 

The twister was part of a line of severe weather that 
swept across the Midwest on Sunday, prompting tor- 
nado watches and warnings that stretched from Wis- 
consin to Texas. High winds and possible tornadoes 
struck Minneapolis and other parts of Minnesota, 
leaving at least one person dead and injuring nearly 


two dozen others, police said. 

Authorities in Joplin were contending with mul- 
tiple reports of people trapped, as well as significant 
structural damage to St. John’s Regional Medical 
Center, which was hit directly by the tornado, city 
officials said. CNN affiliate KSHB said there were 
reports of fires throughout the hospital. 

Missouri State Highway Patrol dispatcher Charles 
Bradley said the precise extent of the damage was not 
immediately known, but it appeared that the devasta- 
tion could rival the destruction left by a deadly twist- 
er that hit Tuscaloosa, Ala., last month. 

More than 30 people perished in that storm.

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Violence! Family feuds! 
Never a dull moment 
with Bravo’s housewives

The backstabbing, bitchiness and brawls 
are baaaack! Bravo's “The Real House- 
wives of Newjersey” returned last week 
and immediately proved why it is one 
ofsummerTV's guilty pleasures. If 
you're addicted to the insults, shout- 
ing matches and fighting that make for 
must-see reality TV, you can get your fix 
with this pop culture juggernaut. 

In the Season 3 premiere, viewers met two 
new housewives: Teresa Giudice’s sister-in- 
law, Melissa Gorga, and her cousin, Kathy 
Wakile. While there may not be any table- 
flipping or “prostitution whore” name-calling 
thanks to Danielle Staub’s exit from the show, 
the family feud between the Giudices and 
Gorgas takes center stage this summer. 

It’s no secret that Giudice and Gorga get 
into it this season. Gorga gave RedEye the 
scoop on the strained relationship during a 
recent phone interview. 

When Giudice was filming the show in 
past seasons, it seemed like she never want- 
ed the Gorgas around or on camera, Gorga 
said. That’s why viewers never met Giudice’s 
younger brother, Joe (Melissa’s hubby) .The 
only events the Gorgas were invited to, she 
said, were the kids’ birthday parties. 

That changed once the Gorgas agreed to 
do the show, which later this season will give 
Gorga’s budding music career exposure. 

“It seems like as soon as she found out we 
were going to be on the show, it was all of the 
sudden, ‘Well, I love you guys,’ ” Gorga said. 
“We’d get texts, ‘Can the kids come over?’ and

she hadn’t asked for the kids in three years. 
We knew what was going on. It was very 
transparent. ... 

“We don’t want to call her out to the world, 
but at the same time we don’t want to lie. We 
want to explain to people why we were bitter, 
why we’re upset with her.” 

Giudice, during a recent Chicago-areabook 
signing, told RedEye that viewers can expect 
a “very intense” and “very emotional” season. 

“It’s very heartbreaking and nothing I 
expected in a million years. It’s like a bad 
dream,” she said. “Tbu’ll definitely see a dif- 
ferent side to me this year. I think people will 
get to know me even better.” 

So what’s behind the family drama? Part 
of it, Gorga said, is that she felt Giudice was 
competitive with her when she got married. 


MORE ON TERESA 
Does Giudice think fame and attention 
have changed her? “No, not at all. I’m 
still the same person I was, very ground- 
ed, very humble. When people meet me, 
they’re like, ‘Oh my God, you’re so nice.’ 
I’m like, That’s the way I am.’ ” 

How much Giudice misses Danielle 
Staub: "She didn’t faze me, didn’t bother 
me at all.” 

Giudice on her future: No more kids, 
definitely another book and wants to 
stay in TV. 


“I just feel she’s kind of one of those people 
that’s born with that envious, jealousy bone in 
her,” she said. “I don’t think she’s a bad per- 
son; I really don’t. But I think she can’t help 


herself and she wants everyone to be below 
her and if you’re above her, then she wants 
you out or she goes for your jugular,” 

But the tough image, Giudice said, is the 
biggest misconception viewers have about 
her, fueled by her flipping a table, yelling at 
Staub and not taking any crap in past seasons, 
“All my friends are like, ‘You’re so sweet. 
Nobody knows how sweet you are,’ ” she said. 
This season, the two families work to re- 
pair the relationships, going through ups and 
downs and celebrating the holidays, includ- 
ing Halloween, Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
New Year’s. Thankfully the cameras filmed it 
so viewers can see it all. 

But will this storyline have a happy ending? 
Stay tuned.

Chicks dig boy bands— and 'Glee* star Matthew Morrison 


Matthew Morrison would rather forget 
about his boy band days. 

T he “Glee” star looked slightly embar- 
rassed when asked about his brief stint in 
LMNT (pronounced “element' 1 ) and called 
that time in his career “a bad story.' 1 * 

So why did he cancel most of the dates on 
his solo tour last week— including a stop at 
the R ose mo nt Theatre on June 21 — to take 
part in the ultimate boy band tour with New 
Kids on the Block and the Backstreet Boys?

“It’s about the struggles I’m going 
through now personally” Morrison, 32, said.

Aork City” 

If Morrison had stuck with LMNT, which 
was made up mostly of former contestants 
on ABC’s “Making the Band,” is there any 
chance the pop quintet would still be tour- 
ing like New Kids on the Block and the 
Backstreet Boys? 

“No,” Morrison responded, laughing. 
“[We] would be defunct.”
